"FLYING SAUCERS" SEEN 
PLAYING TAG WITH PLANE 
Two "flying saucers” playing 
tag with an airplane were sight­ 
ed last week over Morongo Val­ 
ley in the daylight hours by 
T. B. Stockstill and his family, 
owners of the Morongo Lodge. 
This is one of the few reports 
of "flying saucers" being sight­ 
ed during the day—and both Mr. 
and Mrs. Stockstill and their 
children w h o witnessed the 
strange phenomenion are sure 
that's w hat they saw. 
Mrs. Stockstill and the chil­ 
dren were outside at 8:05 a.m., 
when they saw a large airplane 
flying northwest at about 20,000 
feet. While watching the plane, 
they saw an object in back of 
the plane, and thought that 
something had b e e n dropped 
from it. 
THEN THEY SAW another ob­ 
ject to the left of the aircraft, 
so they called Mr. Stockstill who 
was resting in the house. He 
went outside and also witnessed 
the antics of the "saucers.” 
The object to the left of the 
plane turned 
a n d traveled 
straight toward the tail of the 
plane. Their little girl shouted, 
“It's going to hit,” but just then 
it dipped underneath and went 
over to the right side. 
The one in the rear then moved 
over to the left of the plane, 
while the one there before dis­ 
appeared. The "saucer" still vis­ 
ible then traveled over the plane, 
and returned to the left side be­ 
fore it too disappeared. 
MR. STOCKSTILL, who spent 
26 years in the U.S. Navy and 
U.S. Coast Guard, and who was 
in the aviation branch of the 
services for 21 years of that 


time, reported that the objects 
were between 100 and 115 feet 
in diameter, and obviously con­ 
trolled. 
Since t h e present "flying 
saucer” controversy has arisen, 
he has thought about what they 
are, and "using a practical a p ­ 
proach," has come up with the 
following solution: 
FIRST, THEY ARE secret proj­ 
ects of the United States gov­ 
ernment. 
Second, they are shaped like 
two saucers fitted together, and 
composed of a new-type plastic 
material which is transparent. 
This explains why they can be­ 
come invisible. Their visibility 
is when power is used for close 
control, with exhaust shooting 
out of the blower-type power 
unit, similar to the jet principle. 
When they are not near a n ­ 
other object, this power is not 
needed as a gyro is located in 
the center of the saucer, which 
provides it with stability in 
flight. 
When they do approach a n ­ 
other object, 
the “blast" is 
turned completely on, and open­ 
ing of gas ports on the sides 
produces full, sensitive control 
tas witnessed by the Stockstills). 
THE "SAUCERS" SEEN by the 
Stockstills were long, had the 
appearance of metal, and were 
“real bright” until they disap­ 
peared as they turned sideways 
in the air. 
The objects. Stockstill said, 
are radio controlled, with the 
controls too small in compari­ 
son to the height at which they 
are flown, to be noticeable. 
They are powered by a new- 
type petroleum, he added.

Aim s To Acquire 


Privately Ov/ned 


Runway Land 
The city has started condem­ 
nation proceedings to secure 
ownership of the northeast parts 
of the two paved runways at the 
Municipal Airport, City Attor­ 
ney Roy Colgate reports. 
The hearing will be held in 
Superior Court in November. 
Dudley Kdelman. Lee Levine 
and Julius Nyron, owners of the 
land, have refused the offer of 
the city, and City Manager Rus­ 
sell Rink stated that “their price 
was too high.” 
THE FEDERAL government 
leased the airport property dur­ 
ing World War II, and construct­ 
ed two paved runways, 6300 and 
6700 feet in length. At the end 
of the w a r , the government 
turned privately o w n e d land 
hack to the owners, dissolving 
the leases. 
The airport itself was turned 
over to the city for its use. 
It is expected that the city will 
ask condemnation proceedings 
on a combination of both run­ 
ways, or of either of the two 
runway properties. 


Record Budget Adopted by 
PS Unified School District 
Largest budget in the history 
of th e Palm Springs Unified 
School District, $869,630.15, was 
adopted for the 1952-53 school 
year by the Board of Trustees 
at their regular meeting Thurs­ 
day night at Frances S. Stevens 
school. 
No one appeared in opposition 
to the budget at the public hear­ 
ing held preceding the regular 
meeting. Only three persons were 
present, and they offered no pro­ 
tests. 
The budget totals $115,888.57 
more than last year, but it is ex­ 
pected that the tax rate will re­ 
main approximately the same as 
average for the past three years, 
because of increased assessed 
valuation of the school district. 
THE TAX RATE last year was 


$1.32 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion, and for the two previous 
years it was $1.33. The assessed 
valuation of the school district 
is expected to be increased from 
$39.609,540 to about $44,000,000. 
Budget items in which major 
increases appear are for teach­ 
ers’ salaries, $32,000, and capital 
outlay, $53.000. In capital out­ 
lay. $50,000 is set aside for addi­ 
tional construction at Cahuilla 
school, and $28,000 for air condi­ 
tioning at Palm Springs high 
school. 
An increase of five per cent in 
student enrollment is planned 
for this year, according to Dr. 
A. G. Hoff, superintendent. E n­ 
rollment last year was about 
1600 pupils, and it is estimated 
that it will increase to 1675 or 
1700 this school year. 


Knife Attack

Luciel Alyexander 
Frierson, 
26, of 401 El Sugundo road, was 
treated at the Desert Hospital 
for knife wounds suffered when 
an intruder invaded her home. 
Booked in the local jail was 
O. P. Bryant, who was arrested 
by police officers K. K. Young 
and Charles Travers, for as­ 
sault with a dealy weapon. 
BRYANT REPORTEDLY invad­ 
ed the home after the girl had 
refused to get into his automo­ 
bile “to talk." Upon entering 
the home he slapped and at­ 
tempted to choke the 26-year-old 
girl, and then, wielding a knife 
he was carrying in his hand, 
struck the girl on the left fore­ 
arm inflicting a 2-inch cut, the 
victim charged. She was also cut 
on the chest. 
Bryant was held on a $500 
bail following his arraignment 
before Judge Eugene Therieau, 
when he entered a plea of not 
guilty. Preliminary hearing has 
been set for August 21.

For 1952-53 
The city ordinance fixing the 
amount of money to be raised 
by property taxes this year was 
officially adopted by City Coun­ 
cil last week. 
The tax rate was also set at 
$1.28 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion.Of the $384,927 to be raised by 
taxation, $260,846 will go into 
the general f u n d , $21,456 for 
Wellwood Memorial L i b r a r y , 
$69,625 for bond interest and re­ 
demption, and $33.000 for adver­ 
tising and publicity. 


Postal Receipts 


Up $16,872.84 
Postal receipts through July, 
1952, were $105,516.22, an in­ 
crease of $16,872.84 over the first 
seven months of 1951, Postmaster 
R. M. Gorham reported. 
Receipts in July were $7.266.57, 
an increase of $1,894.82 over the 
previous July, and receipts dur­ 
ing the present month also are 
running ahead of last year.

Only 91 Cents 
Parking meter receipts for the 
month of July were within one 
dollar of receipts in July of 
1951, City Treasurer R. W. Peter­ 
son reports. Last month $258.66 
was collected, as compared to 
$257.75 last year. 
Only 114 meters are now in 
operation in the business dis­ 
trict of Palm Springs, with the 
others inactive during the sum ­ 
mer months. 
Receipts this year were $97.40 
more than in 1950, and $38.85 
less than in 1949.

Ave. Traffic 


C ity Hopes To 


Build Underground 


Bridge Immediately 
Every effort will be made to 
put in a detour around the In­ 
dian Baths, on Indian avenue, 
diverting traffic to allow the 
completion of a four-lane under­ 
ground bridge over the water 
of Ihe Indian mineral baths, it 
was announced today by City 
Manager Russell Rink. 
With C i t y Engineer Harold 
Moore, a quick survey was made 
to deteimine whether a detour 
could he built and if it would 
take care of traffic using Indian 
avenue d u r i n g the next two 
months. 
Two alternatives were handed 
the engineers by the city coun­ 
cil. First, the possibility of put­ 
ting a temporary top, four lanes 
wide, over the spot until after 
the coming winter season and 
second, the surfacing of a detour 
around the baths. 
"THE DETOUR SEEMS to he 
the best of the two alternatives,” 
Rink said. “In attempting to hold 
the cost of the Indian avenue 
project down, the temporary top 
over the spot would only add 
that cost to the project, when 
the detour would be necessary 
anyway. This lop m ay he neces­ 
sary if the engineers find that 
the detour is impossible, and if 
so a detour to Palm Canyon 
drive would be in order. This, 
though, would produce an im ­ 
possible situation during t h e 
winter season." 
The underground bridge which 
is necessary to harness the w a­ 
ters of the mineral springs, is a 
hig project. The entire cement 
abutments must he proured in 
one piece, four lanes wide. The 
excavation will be deeper than 
six feet from the surface of 
the street, and will be construct­ 
ed on a slight incline, with the 
lowest point at the south end 
of the bridge. 
Estimated time to be taken for 
the construction will be four to 
five weeks, with about thirty 
days added before heavy truck 
traffic could use the bridge. Au­ 
tomobile traffic will he permit­ 
ted to use the bridge as soon as 
construction is completed.

May Make Comprehensive 
Plan for Flood Control Here 
The State Water Resources 
Board has promised to study a 
proposal that it make a compre­ 
hensive plan for water conser­ 
vation a n d flood control for 
Palm Springs and the rest of 
the Coachella Valley. 
The promise was m a d e in 
answer to a request from the 
County Flood Control District. 
The district, in its request, 
said: 
“Continued increase in the 
population and development in 
the vicinity of Palm Springs and 
in the Coachella Valley necessi­ 
tate that consideration be given 
to a comprehensive water plan 
for the entire area. We are cog­ 
nizant that a State water plan 
is being prepared, but we do not 
know what it provides for the 
Whitewater River basin (which 
takes in the Coachella Valley). 
“We are of the opinion more 
detailed plans and more in­ 


tensive studies are required Ihnn 
those embodied in the State W a­ 
ter Plan. Within our knowledge, 
no thorough study of the water 
situation has been made. Very 
little work has been done to de­ 
velop flood control channels 
across jurisdictional boundaries. 
Likewise, there is no conserva­ 
tion plan. 
"This district is concerned with 
the flood control and water con­ 
servation in the northwestern 
portion of the Whitewater River 
Basin (which includes Palm 
Springs and Cathedral City), 
and the Coachella County Water 
District operates in the south­ 
easterly portion. 
“There is no conflict between 
this district and other agencies. 
However, the development of the 
area has advanced to the point 
where a comprehensive coordin­ 
ated water p l a n should be 
evolved . This district is willing 
to pay a share of the cost."

Cafes in C-R zones in Palm 
Springs may now legally serve 
food out - of - doors, following 
adoption by City Council of a 
resolution prepared by the City 
Planning Commission. Car or 
drive-in service still is banned 
though. 
Cafes in Zones C-l and C-2 
will also be permitted to serve 
meals outside their establish­ 
ments, as restrictions applied to 
them are automatically modified 
by action taken on Zone C-R. 
IN THE RESOLUTION present­ 
ed to Council, the commission 
said:“In a community s u c h as 
Palm Springs, where sunshine 
and good weather prevail, it 
seems to be in order that out­ 
side eating be allow'ed." 
The resolution also ineludod a 
provision that it would not go 
into effect unless adopted by 
Council.

A t Record High, 


All Utilities Show 
A special census will be taken 
here next February or March, 
if present negotiations with the 
Census Bureau are successful, 
City Manager Russell Rink re­ 
ports. 
This will enable a more real­ 
istic measure of the eitys popu­ 
lation, than the census which 
was taken during the off-season 
month and which was used for 
the official 1950 figure of 7,660, 
Rink said. 
Explaining why a special cen­ 
sus is desired, the City Manager 
said that "it is an established 
fact that Ihe city has grown 
since 1950," and besides “a city 
of 7.000 persons doesnt need a 
police department with 26 em ­ 
ployes, or a fire department with 
14 men and four fire trucks, or 
90 miles of streets." 
THE PRIMARY AIM of the 
census will be to secure a larger 
share of the tax on automobiles 
and gasoline, which is returned 
to cities according to population 
figures. 
A survey just completed shows 
that there are more people stay­ 
ing in the desert this summer— 
right now»—than ever before in 
the history of Palm Springs. 
The summer population figure, 
within the city limits of Palm 
Springs is estimated at between 
7,000 and 8.000. and was deter­ 
mined by compuling the number 
of public utility meters, such as 
electricity and gas. and the num ­ 
ber of homes being served by 
the Palm Springs City Garbage 
Disposal department. 
California Electric Power Com­ 
pany, which serves the desert 
area from Cabazon to Indian 
Wells, including this city, Thou­ 
sand Palms, Desert Hot Springs, 
Rancho Mirage, Palm Desert and 
Palm Village, reports that 6.013 
meters are in active operation.
